BCHS and Emergency Personnel 
prepare for school incident 



On Thurs., Febru¬ 
ary 1st, Superintendent 
Jeff Aulick, Sheriff 
Howard W. Niemeier 
and Emergency Man¬ 
agement Director 
Neider Reynolds con¬ 
ducted their second 
meeting at the Bracken 
County High School 
to prepare for a pos¬ 
sible school incident 
involving a school bus. 
In attendance at this 
meeting was emergen¬ 
cy personnel from law 
enforcement agencies, 
volunteer fire depart¬ 
ments, Bracken Coun¬ 
ty school personnel, 
emergency medical 
services personnel, and 
other individuals. 

Mr. Aulick opened 
the meeting describing 
possible location for 
incident and possible 
scenario. The scenar¬ 
io that personnel are 
planning for deals with 
a person who has en¬ 
tered a bus with a gun 
and takes over the bus. 
With incidents that 
have occurred over 
the last several years 
and just recently in the 
news involving school 
shooting incidents, 
emergency personnel 
can never plan enough 
to handle these types 
of situations. Bracken 
County is taking a pro¬ 


active step to plan for 
these type of incidents 
should one ever occur in 
the county. 

Sheriff Niemeier dis¬ 
cussed how this would 
be handled from a law 
enforcement standpoint 
and highlighted steps 
that would be taken by 
officers responding to the 
scene of one of these inci¬ 
dents. There was also dis¬ 
cussion in regards to the 
roles of other emergency 
personnel who would be 
responding to assist with 
these incidents. These 
discussions included is¬ 
sues that agencies would 
have to face when re¬ 
sponding as well as their 
role in the incident. 

One of the biggest is¬ 


sues is personnel. Sheriff 
Niemeier will be compil¬ 
ing a list of personnel who 
work for law enforcement 
agencies, fire depart¬ 
ments, EMS, nurses, etc., 
that work for agencies in 
another county but live in 
Bracken County. This list 
will be used to possibly 
tap in to these personnel 
that may be in the county 
should such an incident 
occur and would be able 
to assist with our incident 
within the county provid¬ 
ing support services. If 
you fit into one of these 
categories contact Sher¬ 
iff Niemeier at 859-912- 
2524 or email at hnie- 
meier@maysvilleky.net 
to be added to the list. 

Mr. Aulick had a bus 


on site that personnel 
toured to get a feel for 
layout and where entry 
and exit points are on 
the bus. Mr. Aulick also 
went over some of the 
mechanics of the bus 
and the training that all 
bus drivers receive in 
regards to keeping the 
children safe and what 
to look for during their 
route. 

Mr. Reynolds dis¬ 
cussed some of the 
paperwork involved 
and after action re¬ 
port. One last meet¬ 
ing will be scheduled 
to finalize plans for an 
actual mock scenario 
to be conducted at a 
later date involving all 
emergency personnel.

TIKKUN OLAM: REPAIRING 
THE WORLD 

The Hebrew phrase “tikkun olam” literally 
means “repair of the world,” and is found in the 
Mishnah, a work of classical rabbinic teaching 
that was compiled in the third century. The basic 
idea behind tikkun olam is that we should improve 
the world through acts of social justice and simple 
acts of loving kindness. The modern world is 
as much in need of repair as the ancient world. 
Tribal divisions, whether of nation-states, ethnic 
groups or different religions, continue to foster 
wars, genocide, and acts of terrorism. Tikkun 
olam advises individuals to work at repairing 
these divisions. It is also obvious that the world 
may need to be physically repaired, whether 
because of damage wreaked by earthquakes 
or hurricanes, or because of the damage done 
by war or human neglect. We have not always 
taken good care of our planet, and it is a sign of 
gratitude for us to work to repair it. One way to 
think about tikkun olam is that God has entered 
into a covenant with His creatures. God has given 
us a beautiful world, a garden of earthly delights, 
but He requires that we care for this garden, 
including all its inhabitants. We are instruments 
in the struggle between good and evil, and not 
simply observers. How will you contribute to the 
great task of repairing the world? - Christopher 
Simon

A Prisoner’s Valentine 

By Millicent Olmstead 
(Adapted) 

Charles, Duke of 
Orleans, who was taken 
prisoner at the battle of 
Agincourt in 1415, and 
detained in England twen¬ 
ty-five years, was the au¬ 
thor of the earliest known 
written valentines. He left 
about sixty of them. They 
were written during his 
confinement in the Tower 
of London, and are still to 
be seen among the royal 
papers in the British Mu¬ 
seum. One of his valentine 
works as follows: 

Wilt thou be mine? 

Dear Love, reply 
Sweetly consent or else 
deny. 

Whisper softly. 

None shall know. 


Wilt thou be mine. 
Love? 

Aye or no? 

"Spite of fortune. 

We may be Happy by 
one word from thee. 

Life flies swiftly 

-ere I go 

Wilt thou be mine. 
Love? 

-aye or no?” 

(Editor’s Historical 
Note: Henry V of England 
conquered Harfleur near 
Agincourt in the north of 
France in 1415. This battle 
slowed feudal warfare, 
since 13,000 English sol¬ 
diers with long bows slew 
or routed 50,000 French 
fighters.

tips and resources for 
recycling at home. The 
Aramark Company pro¬ 
vided compostable food 
containers rather than 
plastic ones. Once all 


the hoopla surrounding 
the Super Bowl has died 
down, the stadium plans 
to donate left-over food 
to local food banks and 
repurpose the decor and 
construction materials. 
All that waste material 
will then be hand-sorted 
to compost organic ma¬ 
terial, while non-com- 
postable, non-recyclable 
waste will be inciner¬ 
ated to heat local homes 
and businesses with the 
recovered energy. With 
over 100 million viewers 
being exposed to the re¬ 
cycling message, maybe 
more interest will be gen¬ 
erated for this most im¬ 
portant environmentally 
friendly practice! If you 
are interested in viewing 
the Rush2Recycle mes¬ 
sages you can visit that 
website at Rush2Recy- 
cle.com.

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, the 
business-type activities, the aggregate discretely presented component units, .each major fund, 
and the aggregate remaining fund information of City of Augusta, Kentucky as of and for the year 
ended June 30, 2017, and the related notes to the financial statements, which collectively 
comprise the District's basic financial statements as listed in’the table of contents. 

Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statements 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of these financial statements 
in accordance with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America; this 
includes the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal control relevant to the 
preparation and fair presentation of financial statements that are free from material misstatement, 
whether due to fraud or error. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. We 
conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United 
States of America and the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government 
Auditing Standards, issued by the Cpmptroller General of the United States. Those standards 
require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the 
financial statements are free from material misstatement. 

An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and 
disclosures in the financial statements. The procedures selected depend on the auditor’s 
judgment, including the assessment of the risks of material misstatement of the financial 
statements, whether due to fraud or error. In making those risk assessments, the auditor 
considers internal control relevant to the entity’s preparation and fair presentation of the financial 
statements in order to design audit procedures that are appropriate in the circumstances, but not 
for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the entity’s internal control.

Such information, although not a part of 
the basic financial statements, is required by the Governmental Accounting Standards Board, 
who considers it to be an essential part of financial reporting for placing the basic financial 
statements in an appropriate operational, economic, or historical context. We have applied certain 
limited procedures to the required supplementary information in accordance with auditing 
standards generally accepted In the United States of America, which consisted of inquiries of 
management about the methods of preparing the information and comparing the information for 
consistency with management’s responses to our inquiries, the basic financial statements, and 
other knowledge we obtained during our audit of the basic financial statements. We do not 
express an opinion or provide any assurance on the information because the limited procedures 
do not provide us with sufficient evidence to express an opinion or provide any assurance. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated 
January 18, 2018, on our consideration of the City of Augusta, Kentucky’s internal control over 
financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, 
contracts, and grant agreements and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the 
scope of our testing of internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of 
that testing, and not to provide an opinion on internal control over financial reporting or on 
compliance. That report is an integral part of an audit performed in accordance with Government 
Auditing Standards in considering City of Augusta, Kentucky’s internal control over financial 
reporting and compliance.

Last week was the 
busiest yet in Frankfort 
with a number of bills 
moving through eom- 
mittees and on to the 
Senate and House floors 
for votes. We were also 
visited by a number 
of statewide advoeaey 
groups that ehampioned 
their great eauses and 
rallied in the Capitol Ro¬ 
tunda. Although it was a 
busy week, we eontinued 
to foeus on and diseuss 
the upeoming budget 
and pension reform. 

We passed a number 
of bills this week inelud¬ 
ing Senate Bill (SB) 35. 
This bill would align 
Kentueky labor laws for 
seasonal faeilities with 
federal standards. Under 
a floor amendment that 
was adopted, some em¬ 
ployees of amusement 
parks or reereational 
faeilities, like baseball 
parks, would still have to 
be paid minimum wage. 
The workers would not 
get time-and-a-half for 
working more than 40 
hours per week. Advo- 
eates of the legislation 
said it makes Kentueky 
businesses eompeti- 
tive with neighboring 
states. They noted that 
Indiana already has the 
overtime exemption for 
these types of faeilities. 
We also passed SB 37, 
direeting the Transporta¬ 
tion Cabinet to establish 
proeedures allowing fed¬ 
eral inmates on work re¬ 
lease to obtain their driv¬ 
ers lieenses in order to 
better integrate into soei- 
ety. Measures sueh as SB 
37 are important in both 
workforee development 
and eriminal justiee re¬ 
form as we try to help 
inmates best prepare for 
reentry into the work¬ 
foree. The bill passed the 
Senate unanimously. 

Another important 


bill that passed the Sen¬ 
ate this week was SB 68. 
This bill would elarify 
that a vietim of domestie 
violenee is not required 
to pay the legal fees of 
the abusive spouse in 
a divoree aetion when 
the spouse is jailed for 
erimes against the vie¬ 
tim. During this bill’s 
eommittee hearing, we 
heard eompelling tes¬ 
timony from survivors 
of domestie abuse who 
were foreed to pay their 
abusive spouses’ legal 
fees. This bill also passed 
the Senate unanimously, 
and I was proud to sup¬ 
port it. 

Senate Bill 85, 
whieh passed without 
opposition, would make 
it easier for notaries 
publie to ehange their 
name without having to 
undergo the eertifleation 
proeess again. Senate 
Bill 57 also passed and 
allows a person injured 
by an aet of terrorism 
to file a elaim for dam¬ 
ages against the terror¬ 
ist. It also establishes a 
erime of terrorism as a 
eapital offense that will 
be punished by impris¬ 
onment for life without 
probation or parole and 
that a person eonvieted 
of terrorism eannot be 
released early. This bill 
puts in plaee proteetions 
for Kentuekians if there 
is ever a terror attaek on 
our Commonwealth’s 
soil. 

The Senate also 


passed SB 72, a gov¬ 
ernment transpareney 
measure whieh prohib¬ 
its the naming of state 
buildings, properties, 
programs, initiatives, 
highways, or bridges 
in honor of any living 
eleeted state offleial or 
state employee. This bill 
will help ensure that state 
eleeted offleials and em¬ 
ployees do not use their 
publie positions for per¬ 
sonal gain. The bill is not 
retroaetive and will not 
remove already-named 
struetures. 

We wrapped up the 
week on Friday wearing 
blue and orange to sup¬ 
port Marshall County 
High Sehool and to show 
that we are #Marshall- 
Strong. We eontinue to 
pray for all those affeet- 
ed, espeeially the eiti- 
zens of Marshall County, 
and they are in our hearts 
as we eontinue our work 
in Frankfort.

Revised Labels for Dicamba 
Products and Mandatory 
Training Requirements 


In October 2017, the 
EnvironmentalProtection 
Agency (EPA) approved 
revised labeling for new 
formulations of dicamba 
products that are market¬ 
ed as Eugenia (BASF), 
Xtendimax (Monsanto), 
and FeXapan (DuPont). 
These new herbicides 
were developed in con¬ 
junction with the release 
of dicamba-tolerant soy¬ 
bean (Roundup Ready2 
Xtend soybean varieties). 
All three products, which 
were first available for 
applications during the 
2017 growing season, 
are now classified by the 
EPA as “RESTRICTED 
USE” pesticides, mean¬ 
ing that either a commer¬ 
cial or private pesticide 
certification license must 
be held by individuals 
who purchase and apply 
these products. 

One of the significant 
changes with the revised 
labels is the requirement 
that applicators must at¬ 
tend a dicamba-specific 
training session prior 
to using these herbicide 
products. F urthermore, 
the revised labels have 
more detailed restrictions 
outlining how the prod¬ 
ucts should be applied, in¬ 
cluding additional record 


keeping requirements 
and clarification regard¬ 
ing buffers and what con¬ 
stitutes sensitive areas 
and crops. These new 
label guidelines must be 
followed when applying 
preplant, at planting, or 
postemergence on Di- 
camba-Tolerant soybean 
varieties, and with ap¬ 
plications on corn, small 
grains, or other approved 
sites for applications. 

To meet the manda¬ 
tory dicamba training 
requirement for applica¬ 
tions in Kentucky, in¬ 
dividuals must attend a 
training session that has 
been approved by the 
Kentucky Department 
of Agriculture (KDA). 
These training sessions 
will be presented by Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky weed 
scientists or by the regis¬ 
trants who market these 
dicamba products. After 
an individual has com¬ 
pleted the training, the 
KDA will issue a certifi¬ 
cation that will allow the 
participant to purchase 
and apply these dicamba 
products during the 2018 
growing season.

Extension Office will of¬ 
fer a training on Mon., 
Feb. 12th from 6-8 p.m.

RECOVERY BY ENVIRONMENTAL SURCHARGE OF KENTUCKY UTILITIES COMPANY’S AMENDMENT TO ITS 
2016 ENVIRONMENTAL COMPLIANCE PLAN 

PLEASE TAKE NOTICE that Kentucky Utilities Company (“KU”) filed with the Kentucky Public Service Commission (“Commis¬ 
sion”) on January 26,2018 in Case No. 2017-00483, an Application pursuant to Kentucky Revised Statute 278.183 for approval of an amend¬ 
ment to Project 36 of its 2016 Environmental Compliance Plan for the purpose of recovering the capital costs associated with new pollution 
control facilities (“Amended Project 36”) through an increase in the environmental surcharge on customers’ bills beginning August 30,2018 
under KU’s existing Electric Rate Schedule ECR, also known as the environmental cost recovery surcharge. The total capital cost of Amended 
Project 36 in KU’s 2016 Environmental Compliance Plan is estimated to be $14.7 million. 

On August 8,2016, the Commission approved KU’s 2016 Environmental Compliance Plan, including the original Project 36, and 
granted an associated Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity in Case No. 2016-00026. The total capital cost of the original Project 
36 was then estimated to be $11.9 million. Following the approval of this project, KU continued to evaluate the timing of and capacity needs 
for Phase II of the landfill at the E.W. Brown Generation Station (“Brown”), and construction did not begin prior to the one-year expiration of the 
Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity authorization. The increase in the total capital cost between the original Project 36 and the 
cost of the now proposed amendment to Project 36 is estimated to be $2.8 million. 

Federal and state environmental regulations require KU to build and upgrade equipment and facilities that produce energy from 
coal to operate in an environmentally sound manner. Specifically, KU is seeking Commission approval of a Certificate of Public Convenience 
and Necessity for the construction of Phase II of the landfill at Brown and to cap and close any remaining surface area of the Brown Main Ash 
Pond. This construction project is an amendment to Project 36 of KU’s 2016 Environmental Compliance Plan that was approved by the 
Commission in 2016. 

Additionally, KU is seeking an order approving Amended Project 36 for purposes of recovering the costs of the new pollution 
control facilities through its Environmental Surcharge tariff. Amended Project 36 is required for KU to comply with the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency’s federal Hazardous and Solid Waste Management System; Disposal of Coal Combustion Residuals from Electric Utilities 
(“Federal CCR Rule”), and other environmental requirements that apply to KU facilities used in the production of energy from coal. The total 
capital cost of the new pollution control facilities for which KU is seeking recovery at this time is estimated to be $14.7 million. O&M costs 
related to amended Phase II will be similar to O&M costs incurred in Phase I and are not distinguishable. If Amended Project 36 is approved, 
KU plans to continue to recover its Brown CCR Landfill O&M costs through its environmental surcharge as part of Project 29 in KU’s 2011 ECR 
Plan. 

The impact on KU’s Group 1 customers is estimated to be a 0.05% increase in 2018 with a maximum increase of 0.13% in 2020. 
Group 1 includes Rate Schedules RS, AES, and all Lighting Rates. For a KU residential customer using 1,122 kilowatt hours per month (kWh/ 
mo), the initial monthly increase is expected to be $0.06 during 2018, with the maximum monthly increase expected to be $0.15 during 2020. 
AES customers using 21,341 kWh/mo could expect a monthly increase of $0.97 up to $2.50. Lighting Energy customers using 9,307 kWh/mo 
could expect a monthly increase of $0.34 up to $0.87. Traffic Energy customers using 160 kWh/mo and Lighting Service and Restricted 
Lighting Service customers using 61 kWh/mo could expect a monthly increase of $0.01 up to $0.02. 

The impact on KU’s Group 2 customers is estimated to be a 0.08% increase in 2018 with a maximum increase of 0.19% in 2020. 
Group 2 includes Rate Schedules GS, PS-Secondary (PSS), PS-Primary (PSP), Time of Day Secondary (TODS), Time of Day Primary 
(TODP), Retail Transmission Service (RTS), Fluctuating Load Service (FLS), School Power Service (SPS), School Time of Day Service 
(STOD), and Outdoor Sports Lighting Service (ODL). 

GS customers using 1,805 kWh/mo could expect a monthly increase of $0.13 up to $0.34. 

PSS customers using 39,535 kWh/mo could expect a monthly increase of $1.85 up to $4.78. 

PSP customers using 82,036 kWh/mo could expect a monthly increase of $3.92 up to $10.14. 

TODS customers using 245,344 kWh/mo could expect a monthly increase of $8.76 up to $22.67. 

TODP customers using 1,241,109 kWh/mo could expect a monthly increase of $35.48 up to $91.81. 

RTS customers using 4,160,317 kWh/mo could expect a monthly increase of $106.75 up to $276.26. 

FLS customers using 46,076,466 kWh/mo could expect a monthly increase of $1,033.18 up to $2,673.67. 

SPS and ODL customers could expect monthly increases consistent with PSS and PSP customers using the same kWh/mo. 

STOD customers could expect monthly increases consistent with TODS customers using the same kWh/mo. 

The Environmental Surcharge Application described in this Notice is proposed by KU. However, the Public Service Commission 
may issue an order modifying or denying KU’s Environmental Surcharge Application. Such action may result in an environmental surcharge 
for customers other than the environmental surcharge described in this Notice. 

Comments regarding KU’s Amendment to Project 36 of its 2016 Environmental Surcharge Plan and Application may be submitted

The Department for 
Publie Health, within the 
Cabinet for Health and 
Family Serviees (CHFS), 
is reporting 100 flu-re¬ 
lated deaths from the flu 
epidemie in Kentueky. At 
least four of those deaths 
have been pediatrie eas¬ 
es. This season’s H3N2 
strain of the flu virus ean 
be extremely serious, 
even deadly, not just for 
those in higher risk eat- 
egories but to generally 
healthy Kentuekians as 
well. 

Kentueky is in its 
seventh eonseeutive week 
of widespread flu aetivity 
whieh is the highest level 
of flu aetivity and indi- 
eates inereased flu-like 
aetivity or flu outbreaks 
in at least half of the re¬ 
gions in the state. The flu 
season runs through late 
May. During the 2016-17 
flu season, Kentueky re- 
eorded 76 deaths. 

“Tragieally, the influ¬ 
enza virus has elaimed the 
lives of 100 Kentuekians 
so far this season,” said 
Dr. Jeffrey D. Howard, 
Aeting Department for 
Publie Health Commis¬ 
sioner. “During this time 
of widespread flu aetiv¬ 
ity, we want to remind 
people to avoid eontaet 
with others if you have 
influenza or an influenza¬ 
like illness. If you are 
siek, seek eare from your 
healtheare provider early. 
Lastly, take appropri¬ 
ate measures to proteet 
yourself sueh as washing 
your hands with soap and 
water.” 

The most eommon 
flu type identifled in Ken¬ 
tueky at this time is influ¬ 
enza A. A healthy person 
with influenza also will 
usually miss three to flve 
days of work, sehool, or 
other usual aetivities, and 
sometimes may miss sev¬ 
en to 10 days. 

“Pneumonia, bae- 


terial bloodstream in- 
feetions, and sepsis are 
examples of serious 
influenza-related eom- 
plieations that may re¬ 
quire hospitalization and 
sometimes result in death 
of healthy people with 
no known risk faetors for 
serious illness,” added 
Department for Publie 
Health’s State Epide¬ 
miologist, Dr. Jonathan 
Ballard. “Flu vaeeina- 
tion is the most effeetive 
proteetion against flu. We 
espeeially reeommend 
that all healthy Kentuek¬ 
ians aged six months and 
older be vaeeinated. The 
flu season typieally runs 
until late spring so it is 
not too late to get vaeei¬ 
nated.” 

It takes about two 
weeks following the ad¬ 
ministration of the vae- 
eine for the reeipient 
to develop proteetion 
from the flu. There are 
ample supplies available 
throughout the state. Vae- 
einations are available at 
Kentueky’s loeal health 
departments, pharmaeies, 
and medieal providers. 
Many health plans eover 
the eost of the vaeeine 
with no eopay. 

The flu ean be highly 
eontagious and eause po¬ 
tentially life-threatening 
disease. Infeetion with 
the flu virus ean eause 
fever, headaehe, eough, 
sore throat, runny nose, 
sneezing and body aehes. 
Individuals who develop 
flu symptoms should 
seek medieal adviee to 
determine if they should 
be treated with an anti¬ 
viral drug, whieh eould 
shorten the eourse of the 
illness or reduee its se¬ 
verity. 

“Reeently the CDC 
(Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention) 
issued a health advisory 
reeommending antiviral 
treatment to all hospital¬ 


ized and high-risk per¬ 
sons with suspected in¬ 
fluenza and that beneflts 
of antiviral medications 
are observed even when 
treatment is initiated be¬ 
yond two days of illness 
onset,” concluded Dr. 
Ballard. 

Influenza virus can 
also directly infect the 
heart and can cause se¬ 
vere and potentially fa¬ 
tal acute changes in the 
heart’s rhythm and func¬ 
tion. 

Those same serious 
and potentially fatal com¬ 
plications can also oc¬ 
cur in people at high risk 
for developing influenza 
related complications. 
Persons at high-risk in¬ 
clude children younger 
than flve years (but espe¬ 
cially children younger 
than two years), adults 
aged 65 years and older, 
pregnant women (and 
women up to two weeks 
postpartum), residents of 
nursing homes and other 
longer term facilities, 
and persons with chronic 
illnesses (e.g., asthma 
and chronic respiratory 
illnesses, neurological 
or neurodevelopmental 
conditions, heart disease, 
blood disorders (such as 
sickle cell disease), dia¬ 
betes, kidney and liver 
disorders, weakened im¬ 
mune system due to dis¬ 
ease like cancer or medi¬ 
cations, persons younger 
than 19 years who are 
receiving long-term as¬ 
pirin therapy and people 
with extreme obesity 
(body mass index of 40 
or more). 

DPH officials report 
weekly to the CDC na¬ 
tional flu surveillance 
system. The weekly re¬ 
port is now available on¬ 
line at http://chfs.ky.gov/ 
dph/epi/Influenza.htm 
and is updated each Fri¬ 
day before noon. 


Do you and your chil¬ 
dren/grandchildren buck¬ 
le up every time you get 
in a car? Do you know 
that most accidents occur 
within 25 miles of home 
and under the speed of 45 
mph? Only 1% of car ac¬ 
cidents occur more than 
50 miles from home. 

When we think about 
it, we do much more 
traveling around home 
than long distances. The 
National Highway Safety 
Administration (NHSA) 
reported in 2013 nearly 
3,000 more fatal car ac¬ 
cidents happened on 
rural roads than on city 
streets. Car crashes are 
the leading cause of 
death for children ages 1- 
13. NHSA also reported 
that car seats and boost¬ 
ers provide protection for 
infants and children in a 
crash when used prop¬ 
erly. 

Most people know 
that children are required 
by law to ride in car seats. 
There are many car seats 
to choose from. On the 
side of each car seat is 
the weight recommen¬ 
dation for that particular 
seat. Over the years, car 
seat manufacturers have 
increased the weight and 
height limits on the rear¬ 


facing car seats. This 
means that more children 
can ride rear facing for 
longer. It is ok for the 
child to sit cross legged 
(crisscross applesauce). 
It’s their head that needs 
more protection. 

It is preferred that 
children two and under 
ride in a rear facing car 
seat. By law. Children 
under one year of age 
must ride in a rear facing 
car seat. Forward facing 
car seats are for 2-7 year 
olds, making sure to use 
the seat safety harness. 

Children must ride 
in a booster seat until 
they are big enough to 
sit in a seat belt properly. 
This means 8-12 year 
olds must be at least 4 
feet 9 (57”) inches tall 
before they can graduate 
from a booster seat into a 
regular seat belt. Bracken 
County Health Depart¬ 
ment has personnel avail¬ 
able to help ensure that 
your child’s car seat is 
installed properly.
